This is a decision on the petition, filed June 1 1, 2010, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3), seeking to add a claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 to 
prior-filed nonprovisional applications, by way of a certificate of correction. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A review of the file record fails to disclose that a claim for the benefit of priority to the 
above-noted, prior-filed nonprovisional applications was made within the time period set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(ii) and further failed to include a proper reference to the prior- 
filed application as required by 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2)(i) and 1.78(a)(2)(iii). 

The instant application was filed April 25, 2001. Therefore, since this application was 
filed after November 29, 2000, a petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3), along with 
submission of a Certificate of Correction, is the appropriate avenue of relief to accept a 
late claim for the benefit of priority to a prior-filed nonprovisional application after 
issuance of the application into a patent. See MPEP 1481. 

A petition for acceptance of a claim for late priority under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3) must be 
accompanied by: 

(1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. § 120 and 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2)(i) of the prior- 
filed application, unless previously submitted; 

(2) the surcharge set forth in § 1 . 1 7(t); and 

(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim as due under 37 CFR 
1 .78(a)(2)(ii) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The Director 
may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay 
was unintentional. 
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As the petition for acceptance of an unintentionally delayed claim for the benefit of 
priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 to the prior-filed nonprovisional applications satisfies the 
conditions of 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3), the petition is granted. 

On July 13, 2010 a Certificate of Correction was issued. 

A corrected Filing Receipt, which includes the priority claim to the prior-filed 
nonprovisional applications, accompanies this decision on petition.

PROTECTING YOUR INVENTION OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES 

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent 
in a specific country or in regional patent offices. Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an international 
application under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT). An international (PCT) application generally has the same 
effect as a regular national patent application in each PCT-member country. The PCT process simplifies the filing 
of patent applications on the same invention in member countries, but does not result in a grant of "an international 
patent" and does not eliminate the need of applicants to file additional documents and fees in countries where patent 
protection is desired. 

Almost every country has its own patent law, and a person desiring a patent in a particular country must make an 
application for patent in that country in accordance with its particular laws.
